In regard (o
the values of bullding lots in this anelent town,
anterior to the projection of the canal, the
chief and absorblng pursulls occupylng the po-
riodical attention of Its sparse popalation, wore
fishing in apring-tlme and gaming In antumn
the interval filled up by koitting of the selne,
the repalr of thelr duck guns, and the remuining
time spent or wasted o aqguatie sports, the sply-
ning of yarns, and Interchange of fiendly visits,
Reversing the order of things, In the nataral
habits of the biack bear, imeubating during the
senson of the yeny when all other ocoapations
wre aroused to activity and vigorons effort, dur-
Ing the summer, the unigue charheteristios of its
Inhabitants were exhibited In one peculing to
senboard life, the genuine philosophy of rest or

No eankering eares plonghed thelr corrugated
lines upon their smooth and placld brows, Jolly
hospitable, and Kind, they were indifferent,
whether “school was kept” or otherwise, Al
though not inseribing upon the tablets of time
ad  the hearts of their natlon, an Hluktrions
reputation and nmoe, their homely domicils
ware those of no small degree of comfort, plea
sure, and content,

Every place, however remote and obscure,
has its reminlscences of Incldent, has a history
This town hus its legends of tho past, its ro-
mance. England furnished its  Jock Shep-
pord and Clifford. The vicinlty of this town
was the theatre of the exploits of the darlng
yet generous hlghwaymen, Hare and Hution.

During the struggle of this country in 1512
with Great Britain, Hovre-de-Grace chullenzed
the chivalry of the world in the acts of its
adopted citizen O'Nell, during the disas-
trous, and to us  disgraceful, incursions of the
axacrable incendinry Cockburn on the shores
of the Chesapeake Bay, and the attack hy gun
boats on this town, then a hamlet of o fow
houses, This gallant son of Frin, alone, co
fronted and maintained his position in the oo
aqual combat, loading and firlng his muske
until knocked down and disarmed Ly 1l
cmbiarked red coats, after which they plundered
and burned the few tme-stained shanties conl-
prising the villace: then electrificd the old
continents and cltics of Europe with the asto-
nishing intelligence of the eapitulation nnd eap-
ture of “Havre-de-Grace,” and o few days later
the downfull of the fortified town of *French-
town,' consisting of o tavern and one or two
habitations of poverty, which had wot even an
()'Neil to elieit thely pugnacity.

These glorious feats of the wooden wills of
the Mistregs of the Scas gave oceasion to Hlnmi-
nations and rejoleings, on the part of our old
quernlons mamma, that she was uot yet inea-
pacitated by age to tlog ns for heing so naughty
48 to gquestion her provowative In the enforee-
ment of lnws regulating “iree trade and sallors’
HMghts.” It is mandfest, therefore, that this now
julet and unostentatious ity ovenples upon the
puge of thrilling incldent no mean "place. 1
will be borne in mind, algo, that it wis pertine-

clonsly insisted npon as the most cligible site for
our Natiopal Capltol, It has had al=o its histo-
rical panies and pecuniary ebullitions, It eame

to poss, s the wheels of thine and fortune re-
volved, the plaeidity of s quaint denizens wis
destined to be exeited and disturbed.

Cupidity, that great agitating element ol
fallen noture. which hus eauzed Inour diy o
disregard and severance of the most anelent and
sinered tigs, domestle and fraternal, In quest o
the wolden placers of California and Australia,
bursat with resistless power upon the proprictor-
ship of Havre-de-Grace, causing them to ignore
all propriety and genge of justice In the estima-
tion of values npon their bunilding lots, charging
fabulously extravagant prices—tesulting i the
discouragement of capltal Investments for busl-
ness or residence.  Speculation was rife, many
suffered by the explosion of the evanescent bub-
ble or becamae hopelessly bankrupt in attempting
to earry the welght ol its fictitious reputation ns
t he prospective centre of trade; it being, instead
the distributing point for the commoditios of the
villey of the Suggquehannn and its dependencies,
The grent mistake of such was in not compre
hending that the relation and nature of ull bual-
ness 18 to seek the great nbsorbing metropolitan
cities, attracting centripetally the elementary
resources upon which their very existence de-
pends.

Those doy# of sbnormal digturbance passed
awny with 118 victims, Then the original inhabi-
tants, with those from other States casting their
lots with them, engaged in legitimale avoca-
tions, and have pursued the even tenor of their
way, despite discourngements, and have slowly
put surely advanced, untll theift and modest
prosperity are evinced in all the surronndings of
persons and place.
